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PREFACE. 


It  is  with  unfeigned  diffidence  that  the  author  of 
this  httle  manual  submits  the  same  to  the  families 
that  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord.  The  reasons  of 
its  publication  are  as  follows : 

It  has  often  occurred  to  the  mind  of  the  author 
that  most  of  the  forms  which  have  been  prepared 
for  family  devotion  are  not  sufficiently  concise.  He 
has,  therefore,  endeavored  to  study  brevity  in  those 
now  offered,  so  that  those  heads  of  families  who  are 
most  busily  engaged  in  the  secular  concerns  of  life, 
may  not  plead  want  of  time  as  an  excuse  for  omit- 
ting a  most  solemn  and  important  duty. 

In  passing  over  his  present  Diocesan  field,  as  well 
as  in  his  former  parochial  charges,  he  has  often  seen 
the  need  of  some  such  manual  as  he  has  endeavored 
to  prepare.  While,  therefore,  he  would  particularly 
dedicate  it  to  the  ministers  and  people  of  the  Dio- 
cese whose  servant  he  is  for  Jesus'  sake,  and  to  the 
parishioners  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield,   Mass., 
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and  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  he 
would  express  the  hope  that  they,  and  all  others 
who  may  see  fit  to  make  use  of  these  simple  forms, 
may  so  pray  to  God  their  heavenly  Father,  that  he 
may  be  pleased  to  accept  their  bounden  duty  and 
service,  and  grant  them,  through  Jesus  Christ,  the 
rich  blessings  of  his  grace. 

Several  prayers  are  inserted  for  special  occasions, 
and  some  have  been  prepared  for  young  children. 
It  is  imj)ossible  to  make  an  extravagant  estimate  of 
the  importance  of  teaching  children  the  duty  of 
prayer,  and  of  teaching  them  to  pray,  by  them- 
selves, in  language  which  they  can  understand. 
They  are  sometimes  absent  from  the  family  circle  at 
the  time  of  family  prayer,  especially  at  the  evening 
oblation  ;  and  on  this  account,  if  for  no  other  reason, 
tliey  should  early  learn  to  pray  for  themselves.  In 
any  case,  they  should  have  their  own  appropriate 
prayers,  and  be  taught  to  offer  them  with  reverence 
and  godly  fear.  It  was  with  such  views  that  the 
present  author  prepared,  twenty  years  since,  a  sim- 
ple book  of  prayers  for  children  ;  and  he  has  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  in  not  a  few  instances  it 
lias  been  blessed  to  the  lambs  of  Christ's  flock. 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  many  persons  sadly  neglect 
secret  devotion  ;  and  doubtless  some  are  thus  negli- 
gent for  want  of  some  j^uide.  A  Mornino;  and  Even- 
ing  Prayer  have,  therefore,  been  added  to  meet  such 
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cases.  The  other  prayers  may  properly  be  used  in 
private  by  changing  the  plural  to  the  singular  num- 
ber. It  will  be  well,  however,  for  individuals  to 
substitute  their  own  language  where  their  peculiar 
wants  or  feelings  are  not  fully  expressed  in  the 
forms  referred  to.  And  the  same  may  be  suggested 
generally  in  regard  to  the  family  and  occasional 
prayers.  Circumstances  are  constantly  transpiring, 
in  both  individual  and  family  experience,  which  re- 
quire special  notice  in  the  closet  and  at  the  familv 
altar,  and  which  call  for  expressions  of  language 
which  cannot  in  all  cases  be  fully  anticipated  in  a 
precomposed  and  permanent  form.  This  manual  is 
intended  chiefly  as  a  helper  and  general  guide  ;  and 
it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  never  quench  the 
spirit  of  true  devotion,  either  at  the  domestic  fire- 
side, or  in  the  privacy  of  Christian  retirement. 

The  author  is  much  indebted  to  other  similar 
works  for  the  materials  of  which  this  is  composed. 
Wherever,  however,  he  has  availed  himself  of  the 
language  of  others,  he  has  generally  modified  or 
condensed  it,  to  meet  the  object  which  he  had  in 
view.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  "  Forms  of  Prayer 
to  be  used  in  Famihes,"  set  forth  in  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  are  inserted  entire.  The  Col- 
lects are  also  added ;  and  it  is  recommended  that 
they  be  used,  in  their  season,  with  the  daily  prayers. 

If  this  little  volume  shall,  in  any  instance,  be  the 
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means,  in  the  hands  of  God,  of  the  erection  of  a 
family  altar  ;  or  if  it  shall  afford  the  least  assistance 
to  those  who  are  accustomed  to  assemble  and  meet 
together  for  family  worship,  or  who  call  upon  Him 
in  secret  devotion,  the  author  will  thank  God,  and 
feel  that  he  has  not  labored  in  vain.
